General Sterman B tires From the Command and 
Makes Room for Little Poil—The Prelimina- 
riva of the Transter—Tohe Eud of General 
Shermean’s Officiol Career, Etc. 


Wasuineron, November 1.—The forma! 
transfer of the army of the United States 
from General W.T. Sherman to Lieutenan- 
General FP. H. Sheridan, took place at noon 
to-day at the headquarters of the army, in 
the war department building. General Sher 
idan spent the forenoon in making himself 
acquainied with the: business of the office. 
General Sherman and the members o/ his 
staff rendered him every assistance. Shortly 
before 12 o’clock the two highest otlicers of 
the army called on the secretary of war, Gen- 
eral Snerman to take official leave and Gen- 
.eral Sheridan *o report for dwfy. The trans- 
fer was accomplished quietly, and without 
any ceremony whatever, beyond the issu- 
ance of general orders fram General Sher- 
man relinguishing, and Lieutenant-General 
Sheridan assuming command, and announc- 
ing his staff. Shortly — after transfer 
General - Sherman and Generai 
Sheridan held an informal 
reception, which was attended by all the 
Officers of the army on duty in Washington; 
also by the officers of the Second artillery sta- 
tione’ at Fort McHenry, and the bureau 
officers of the war department. They all took 
‘official leave of General Sherman, and were 
by him presented to General Sheridan. The 
Officers of the Second Ariillery were the only 
onesintull uniform. There was no speech 
making. Subsequently General Sherman and 
General Sheridan, accompanied by the secre- 
tary of war, made an oOflicial cail upon the 
president.

LONDON, November 1.—Major Magendea, of 
the board of trade, who has examined the 
-cene ofthe explosion of Tuesday evening, 
at Praed street station, states that every sign 
confirms his belief that nitroglycerine was 
the explosive used.

THE HOLYHEAD'S DISASTER. 

Lonvon, November 1.—The collision be 
tween the Holyhead and Alhambra occurred 
atil p.m.on Tuesday. The night was mild 
and fairly cledr. By some means the Alhain- 
bra got across the track of the Holyhead. 
The latter’s engines were reversed when 
it was found that the collision was inevita- 
ble. The Aihambra was cut down to the 
water’s edge. The captain of the Holyhead 
had his lines thrown over the bows and low- 
ered two boats, There wus notthe slightest 
panic on board. The boat saved twelve of 
the Albambra’'s crew. One man 
clambered over the bows. It 
was then discovered that the Holyhead 
was fast sinking. Two more boats were low- 
ered and the passengers anid crew were safely 
embarked, except the Guartermaster and a 
boy who, were in the forecastle. Ina few 
minutes the Holyhead disappeared, and the 
boats pulled for Holyhead at one o’clock in 
the morning. The wind freshened and the 
sea increased, and the boats were kept afloat 
with the greatest difficulty. At eight o’clock 
the schooner bore down and took ail on board.

FRANCE 


The Latest Developments itn Regard to the Kelationa 
oftrpe Two Countries 

Lonpon, November 1.—A Paris dispatch 
says that war between France and China 
would seriously imperil British interests; 
that it is feared England would intervene in 
the event of an outbreak of hostilities 
France will not provoke arupture with China, 
but negotiations between the two governments 
will not be renewed till the French are firmly 
seated in Tonquin. M. Macartney, secretary 
of the Chinese legation, will start for London 
to-night M. Voltaire expresses the belief 
that M. Challemel Lacour, minister of for- 
eign affairs, will soon resign on the ground of 
ill health. Prime Minister Ferry will take 
charge of the foreign portfulio when M. Chal- 
lemel Lacour resigns. It is reported that 
mediation between France and China has 
again been suggested, and that neither gov- 
ernment is disposed-to act. The Marquis 
Tseng, Chinese ambassador, hus his 
attention called to the assertion of M. 
Tricon, French agent in China, that Chung 
Chang has disavowed the policy of the Mar- 
quis Tseng upon the Tonquin question. The 
Marquis Tseng denies that there are any dif- 
ferences between Chuag Chang and hi:uself, 
and says, “I have the same Opinion as Chuny 
Chang,”’

THE FRENCH FLYING MACHINE 


Adventures of the Acrone 
aute. 

Parts, November 1.—The following com- 
munication was receised frimone of the 
aeronauts inthe ballon that went up from 
Courbevoie: After we left -Courbevoie yes 
terday afternoon at 5 o’clock we pluaged into 
a thick tog, but at an altitude of 300 yards tle 
sky was fine and bright and the seiting sun 
gave us a brilliant light. A sudden expansion 
of the gus made us ascend 1,600 metres. with- 
out having to throw out any ‘ballast. Hay- 
ing reached that altitude, I gave a strong 
pullto the safety valve and almost imme- 
diately the balloon descended with a certain 
rapidity, which | attempted to control, in 
order to see whether Mr. Brisson’s apparatus 
would offer any resistance, or in other words, 
remain in the air by itself; unfortunately, 
however, the table to which the apparatus 
was fiixed did not even bend and con- 
sequentiy ibe result of the experiment was 
entirely unsatisfactory. At about 600 metres 
altitade I bad to regulate our descent by 
throwing out ballast. as I was afraid to make 
the land too swiitly; but suddenly, although 
it was only 5:35 p. ma., we were in cimmerian 
darkness. Under these circumstances it was 
dificult to make a choice of a convenient 
landing place. After trying our luck literally 
in the dark we got caught in some trees ina 
small orchard. A few peasants came'to our 
assistance towing the balloon into a neighbor- 
ing meadow, and at about 8:30 p.m, we made 
a successful landing and emptied the balloon 
of its gas. We areall-afe at La Maladrerie 
de Poissy. The apparatus is now lying in the 
orcherd without a scratch, the only damage 
done being to some trees and some tiles taken 
off from the roof of a small farm house.’’

LYNGH’s LASY RUN,

Batavia, N. Y., November 1.—This village 
is full of excitement over the murder of John 
L. Lynch, a lJawyer of Utica, N. Y., by E.

Rowell wrote to Lynch saying that 
her husvend was going. to be away this week, 
und sie would iike to see him very much, 
but cautioned him notto write untilshe wrote 
avain, aud then he could perhaps make ar- 
rangements to come here and visither. Yes- 
terday Rowell packed a vyabhise and told his 
wife he was going away, and she sup- 
posed be had gone. Last evening Lynch 
come to Batavia, and proceeded at once to 
the Rowell house, where he had supper. He 
and Mrs, Roweil retired toa chamber. They 
had hardly got into bed before the door flew 
open and Rowell dashed in with a revol- 
ver in his band; he discharged the weapon 
once, apd Lynch sprang from bed and 
rushed down stairs, followed by Row- 
ell, who fired three shots while Lynch was 
descending. Lynch fell tothe floor at the 
foot of the stairsdead. Mrs. Rowell followed 
down the stairway, opened the street door 
and cried for help and for some one to go for 
a doctor. Rowell stood near her upbraiding 
her for ver infidelity and saying such actions 
had been carried on long enough. Mrs. 
Rowell’s cries were heard by neighbors, 
and soon Coroner Gozier and the sheriff and 
arrived at the house. Rowell was placed 
under arrest, and subsequently taken before 
Police Justice Lent, where he pleaded not 
guilty and was lodged in jail.

fbe Effect of the Fallure of Morris Rangér Upon the 
American Mar ket—The Condition of the Souths 
ern Co:ten Crop—The Pubite Debt State- 
ment—French and Evglish Bullion. 


LIVERPOOL, November 1.—Anxiety and dis- 
trust continue in the cotton trade, and further 
failures are supposed to be impending. There 
is an easier feeling in the cotton market. -The 
general opinion is that the crisis has culmi- 
nated, and that the firms that have been con 
sidered financially embarrassed will be able 
to meet all demands as they may come due. 
There is a better tone in the market. Morris 
Ranger has filed a petition for liquidation by 
arrangement with his creditors... The Liver- 
pool Post says Ranger speculated on the New 
York cotton exchange, and was unfortunate 
there. Ranger, in his petition for liquidation 
says that liabilities are £1,080,000, 
and his assets £550,000.. The London Times 
attributes the failure of Morris Ranger to his 
grossly reckless speculation in England and 
America and on the continent. It says he 
aimed to control the cotton exchanges of the 
worid, and had the help of wealthy houses in 
London, New York and Hambure. The ef- 
fect of the failures in Liverpool will be local. 
The London money market 1s not effected by 
them. There probably will be an increased 
demand for cotton followed by a reaction. 
The Times severely condemns the wild deal- 
ings in futures which have prevailed in 
Liverpool, and advises the adoption of the 
American rules for the deposit of margins as 
some restriction thereto.

rHE EFFECT OF THE FAILURE. 

New Orveans, November L—The Times- 
Democrat, in a well written article, deals with 
the Morris Ranger failure, in all its aspects. 
For tw6 weeks, says the Democrat, there has 
been great uneasiness in the cotton trade of 
Liverpool. It was known that Morris Ranger 
was heavily ‘‘short’’ ot cotton for October de- 
livery. Meaawhile, unfavorable accounts 
from the American crop, combined with oth- 
er causes, steadily forced prices up. The 
method of dealing in futures which prevails 
in Liverpool is a very peculiar one. A 
speculator like Morris Ranger, for example, 
contracts to deliver a thousand bales of cotton 
in October. This contsact passes from hand 
to hand in the usual course of 
business, But there is no sys- 
tem of ‘‘margins,’’ such-+as that which ob 
tains in the American markets. A settle- 
ment can only be had when the contract. in 
the natural order of events, falls due Yet, 
every operator who has held the contract. is 
liable, precisely as if he were an indorser 
upon a promissory nate. The result of this 
system is plainly visible in the present case. 
Morris Ranger has failed with liabilities of 
many hundred thousand pounds sterling, and 
his failure will involve the ruin of many 
other bouses ifi the trade. Itisvery strange 
that Englishmen of business, wbo are pro- 
verbially so conservative, should have ciung 
to this system so loug. It is reasonable -to 
suppose that the result of this disaster will 
be the adoption of the American system of 
‘rings’ and ‘‘margins,’’ which, to a very 
great extent, protects the legitimate operator 
and narrows the field of a “‘plunger’s’” activ- 
ity. But the story of Morris Ranger’s 
failure has a deeper moral than that to which 
we have just averted. Morris Ranger had 
already successfully managed more than one 
‘corner.’ Like all such men he came to be- 
lieve that his success was based merely on his 
own ability, whereas it was, in point of fact, 
due mainly to good fortune. The price of 
cotton ‘hinges on so many things that 
no human brain can take in the whole 
field. The outturn of the Amer- 
ican, East Indian and Egyptian 
crops, the state of Europe and the condition 
of trade throughout the world, the stock of 
the raw materia! and of manufsctured goods, 
these and a hundred other things combine to 
affect the price of the south’s great staple. A 
speculator ihn railway shares has to do with 
something far moretangible, He can easily 
ascertain what quantity of a stock is afloat, 
and can make his arrangements tocarry it all, 
if necessary. but the speculator in cotton or 
grain has to deal with a terrible foe—the ‘‘in- 
visible supply.’’ Two vears, ago, for instance, 
a ring of speculators attempted to control the 
grain markets of the world; possessing vast 
means they bought millions of bushels of 
grain in Chicago, and raised prices above the 
export leve!, thinkivg that England, her own 
grain crop Laving fuiied, would be forced to 
buy. What happened? England bongbt her 
yrain supply from Russia, and the Black sea 
ports gained what Chicago lost. Tbe Amer- 
ican speculators were left with a vast stock 
of grain which they had Lo 
sell at a ruinous loss. It ‘is thus that 
the great majority of ‘‘corners’’ end The 
majority of such men us Morris Ranger on 
legitimate trade is very bad, and, looking at 
the affair from a high standpoint, we cannot 
regret his faiiure. The tendencies of modern 
speculation are extremely dangerous to the 
welfare of society, and nothing but the re- 
peated failures of great speculators will avail 
to check the growing disposition to play fast 
and loose withthe great staples of commerce. 
It is hardly necessary to say that the smaller 
operators must always expect to meet the 
fate which befalls their greater’ prototypes. 
Ruin follows persistent speculation as night 
follows day. 


THE GROWING CROPS. 


A Pell of the Southern States In Hegard te Cotten and 
; Grain. 

New Orveans, November 1.—The Times 
Democrat publishes special dispatches from a 
a large number of pointsin the southern states 
showing the condition of the cotton and grain 
crops on the last day of October. The follow- 
ing isa synopsis; 

Alabama—Cotton, increased acreage eight 
per cent, yield sixty-seven per cent as com- 
pared with last year. The picking season is 
the best ever known. Ninety per cent of the 
crop is already picked, fifty six per cent has 
been marketed. The grain crops, except 
wheat, are good. 

Arkansas—Cotton, acreage unchanged, yield 
eighty five per cent, picking season splendid, 
about one-fourth crop picked, one-fifth mar- 
keted. 5 

Florida—Cotton, acreage and yield un- 
changed from last year. Eighty-four per cent 
of the crop picked, twenty-five per cent mar- 
keted. All grain crops excellent. 

Georgia—Cotton, the same acreage as last 
season. Crop short thirty-two percent, pick- 
ing excellent, nine-tenths of the crop has been 
picked. The grain crops is about thirty per 
cent below last season. 

Louisiana—Cotton, acreage of two per cent 
below last year; yield thirty per cent short; 
picking season excellent; two-thirds of the 
crop picked aud two-fiftns marketed. The 
quality is staple; grain crops large. 

Mississippi—Cotton, acreage two per cent 
greaterthan last year, but the yield is less 
than last year’s crop; picking season pot good 
on account of rains; two-thirds picked and 
two-fifths marketed. The grain crop is one- 
fourth short. 

Tennessee—Cotton, acreage slightly lese in 
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cent; picking season excellent; two-thitds of 
crop has been picked and one-half marketed; 
quality of staple excellent.

The Elyton Jand’ company is taxed for tunis 
year on about 1,500 city lots, or some 200 
acres, assessed at $451.260. and On 3.026 acres 
of other lands assessed at $219,115. making a 
total real estate assessment of $670,375. In 
addition to this, $250,825 of personal property 
is assessed, comprising $200,000 of solvent 
credits, in moneys loaned, notes, mortgages, 
eic., $50,000 on the. waterworks and $825 in 
several small items. The total of the com- 
p patiy’s assessment is, then, $921,200 

In 1874 its assessment was $127,675, com- 
prising $90,000 on 543 city lots, $37,320 on 3,-

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GEORGIA GOLD. 
A Machine Finally Secured for Separating Gold trom 
Quariz that is Impregnated with Sulphureta. 
CoLtumMBuUs, November 1.—On tbe Bee-line 
vesterday | encountered Mr. M. C. Wilcox. of 
Mt. Airy, Ga. Mr. Wilcox is an Ohioan, his 
parents and relatives still residing on the 
Western reserve, He enlisted in the regular 
army at the outbreak of the war, but was ai- 
terwards transferred to the volunteers in an 
official capacity. The warover, he joined a 
Yale scientific expedition, and began an ex- 
ploration of the hills of North and South 
Carolina and Georgia. Bradley, the 
leader this party, was shot and 
killed in North Carolina several 
years ago, being mistaken, I believe, for a 
revenue otlicer after moonshipners. For ten 
years Mr. Wilcox has been ds voting his en- 
tire attention tothe gold fields of Georgia. 
He was returning from New Yerk, where, as 
secretary of a mining corporation, the papers 
were completed vy which a party of London 
capitalisis will place some $200 000 at the dis- 
posal of his corporation f«r mining opera- 
tions. I asked bim iv /ovcate and describe 
the field of operations Said he: ‘The 
gold fieid is in Lumpkin and white 
counties, Itisabouttwo bundred and fifty 
miles in length and twenty five miles in 
width. Nagoochee is the head center of our 
operations. It is twenty -ive miles across the 
country from Mt. Airy. The gold presents 
itself in all phases. In some localities there 
is fine gold, in others the beautiful flower gold, 
in others coarse gold, in still others we 
find bDugeets, The tract was originally held 
by Indians. it is probably the 
hil Dorado, in whose quest ‘the 
great. Dej Soto died The United States 
goveroment drove offtie Indians, and turned 
the lands over tothestate. Then tate go 
up a lottery, and the jland wa: parce led out 
to individuals Previous this there had 
been placer mining-to a cons 
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But the western gold fever and the change 1p 
ownership took all the old miners away and 
mining almost ‘entirely ceased. Many of the 
new..proprietors never went :to look at 
their lands. Others were poor. people 
who came and k possession of their 
small tracts, They contd ,go out any fine 
day and pan out $3 to $5, and it was likea 
big fortune to them, 
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Hence when capitalists 
talked of developing their field by regular 
quartz mining they bheid the lands at such a 
price that it would not have been profitable. 
in the southern part of the gold territory 
there are now three or four companies mining 
with hydraulic power. I have spent seven 
years in perfecting a combination of twelve 
bundred acres in the northern portion of the 
field. Our territory extends sixty miles. It is 
all ready for hydraulic mining when our cap- 
ital comes on from London.”’ 

‘Are the present companies paying?”’ 

“Yes, allofthem. And they are in the 
poorest part cf the field—that is, it bas been 
most worked. The old government mint was 
in Lumpkin county, where their operations 
are confined. We call ours the new field, 
although, of course, it is all old.’’ 

‘Do the streams yield up gold as in Califor- 
nia?’ 

‘‘Wherever there is sand to wash gold can 
be found in any quantities to pay the worker 
well. We earn better wages at that than at 
anything else in the country.”’ 

‘Are there any difficulties?’’ 

“Not in the ordinary quartz-beds. But 
when we reach the water line we strike a 
problem that will make the fortune of the 
man who solves it. Below the water line the 
gold is mixed inseparably with sulphurets. 
Assayists can take itin small quantities in 
their laboratories and separate it, but the 
problem of separation in large quantities ata 
cost that will pay has baffled scientists for a 
century.’’ 

‘‘Is there no prospect of solution ?”’ 

“Yes, there is. A hundred men in differ- 
ent parts of the country are working at it. A 
young inan in Cleveland has a machine nearly 
perfected, which [ have just come from in- 
specting. Iam to go back next month for its 
final test. It was built by Leffel & Co., at 
Springfield and Mr. Bookwalter gave the in- 
ventor valuable assistance. The primary. tests 
of the machine have been satisfactory. If it 
is a success, there is scarcely any end to the 
gold that cah be assayed from the Georgia 
field. Below the water line is the richest 
quar'z ofall. It will yield from $100 to $800 
per ton.”’ 

Mr. Wilcox, by the way, is the brother of 
Mr. E G. Wilcox, of the Cleveland Leader, 
and of E. K Wilcox, a prominent attorney of 
the Forest City. The former is past grand 
master of the Odd Fellows of Ohio.

KUKLUX VERDICTS. 

The verdict in the so-called kuklux cases 
recently rendered in Atlanta has occasioned 
considerable comment on the partof the 
esteemed newspaper censors of the south. 
The New York Tribune thinks that the ver- 
dict is due, ‘‘in part, tothe fact that Georgia 
has not been educated up to the kuklux 
standard ofsome ofthe other states.’’ ‘It 
adds: “‘Withaconsiderable white majority, 
the power has long been completely in the 
hands of the democrats, and the republican 
party has hardly existed. Bulldozing being 
less necessary than in other states, it was less 
common, and it may therefore easily be that 
the conscience of Georgia is in a more heal- 
thy condition.” 

The Boston Herald, remarking that the 
verdict created a sensation, says: % ‘It is not 
strange that it should, asitis the first con- 
viction in a state where outrages upon voters 
have been long continued and notorious.”’ 
The Herald says further that ‘‘it will give the 
yoters of Georgia and of other statesin the 
south courage to exercise freely their right to 
vote as they please.’’ 

All this is very amusing, and it is also very 
suggestive. It shows that our editorial cen- 
sors ignore facts and base their comments al- 
most wholly gpon their impressions. The 
Tribune says that outrages have been less 
common in Georgia than in other states, but 
the Boston Herald says they have been long 
continued and notorious. To judge from the 
tone of the Herald's comments, the outrag:s 
are outrages simply because “‘voters’’ are the 
victims. The crime consists in attackinga 
negro who can vote. 

As Tus ConstTiITuTION endeavored to show 
some time ago, the northern notion in regard 
to the kuklux business is based on miscon- 
ception. That there have not been more ver 
dicts of conviction in cases similar to those 
upon which our esteemed contemporaries 
are commenting is due to the fact that the 
crimes are not political offenses. In more 
than one instance, men have been known to 
throw themselves into the hands of United 
States officials im order to avoid certain con- 
viction in the state courts. 

Let us suppose acase which may or may 
not have occurred in Georgia. A law 1s pass- 
edin the legislature prohibiting the sale of 
liquor within a mile or two miles of any 
house of worship in a certain county. 
happens that in this certain county, and 
within a quarter of a mile of a cross-roads 
grocery the negroes have a church. Before 
the law can be executed, the church building 
is burned to the ground. The fire is evidently 
of incendiary origin, and the white people of 
the neighborhood make every effort to dis- 
gover the perpetrators. While the investiga- 
tion is going on three or four negroes are 
visited by disguised white men and severely 
whioped and warned thatif they do not leave 
the country within a certain period they will 
be visited again. 

But the negroes do not leave the county. 
The white people who had been investigating 
the burning of the church have already dis-

covered that the negroes who are visited and 
whipped are material witnesses, and arrange- 
ments are made not only to protect them, 
but toindict the men who have committed 
the outrage. In the meantime the United 
States officials step in, arrest suspected parties, 
and it isa miracle if they are not acquitted 
because it cannot be proven that’ the outrage 
upon the negroes is a political offense. 

Our esteemed censors ‘may accept this as a 
typical or as a mythical case. With respect 
to the particular verdict upon which they are 
commenting, this much may be said in addi- 
tion to the facts already printed. The ver- 
dict reached was unanimous, and there com- 
mendation to the mercy of the court was 
made at the suggestion of a _ negro 
juryman, as we are informed, whe 
siid that while it was true the crime had 
been committed against his own color, it was 
also true that three of the prisoners had 
wives and little children who were dependent 
upon them.’

THE FIGHT AT TH®S FIRE. 
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The Tria! of Whitlock Resultaina Fine of Ten Do'- 
lara and Costs. 

The recorder’s courtroom was densely 
crowded yesterday morning by persons anx- 
ious to heartbe trial of M. T. Whitlock, 
charged with giving Patrolman Nolan a black 
eye at the fire on Ellis street. 

In fact, no such crowd has been in the 
courtroom since the trial of the ‘‘rioters’’ at 
the time of the Garfield memorial. So great 
was the crowd that patrolmen were kept in 
the audience to maintain order. Mr. Whit- 
lock was present and was represented by Colo- 
nel Jerome McAfee, while city attorney An- 
gierrepresentea the city. Mr. Whitlock en- 
tered a plea of not guilty, and the evidence 
was brought into play. About twenty 
witnesses were introduced by Mr. McAfee to 
show that his client had done no wrong. The 
witnesses to & man indicated that the patrol- 
man had singled the defendant out and had 
tried to eject him, and in doing so had struck 
kim: with his club without sufficient provoca- 
tion. The witnesses were ail young men of 
good character of standing, and at the con- 
clusion of their testimony the case was in 
Mr. Whitloeck’s favor. 

For the defense Captain Couch anda half 
dozen patrolmen testified. They claimed that

Second—Because the court erred in putting 
upon the defendants and over the objections 
of their counsel a juror named Edwin G, An- 
drews, his name not being in the jury bex, 
and it being shown tothe court that he had 
not been aresident Of the state, ior lgnger 
than five weeks. 

Third. Because the court erred in putting 
upon the defendants, and over the objection 
ot their counsel, a juror by the name of R. L. 
Johnson, it appearing upon the voirdire of 
said juror that he had served upon the jury 
of the said court within twelve months prior 
to the trial. 

Fourth. Because the court erred in order- 
ing the defendants into the custody of the 
marshal pending the trial, they being under 
good and sufficient bonds, to which no objec 
tion had been filed, thus depriving them of 
their constitutional right of bail and prevent- 
ing them from conferring with their wit 
nesses and counsel in the preparation of their 
defense. 

Five, Because the court erred in admitting 
in evidence over the objection of the defen- 
dants counsel, the acts and declarations of 
Jasper Yarbrough in August, at his home 
at the time of his arrest and after the alleged 
criminal act had terminated.

Barrett’s trial. was resumed yesterday morn 
ing in Fulton superior court, Judge Ham- 
mond presiding.

‘The doctor described min- 
utely the nature of Mason’s wound, and told 


of variationsin his conditicn from the time 


of receiving the wound uf to the time of 


death.

W. Camp, Ben). R. Burge and Willie Walker, 
and in rebuttal Mrs. MceGlina, W.'H. Buice,

and B. W. McDurman, were introduced. 
Mrs. Mason was recalled during the morning. 
She stated that Mason believed that the knife 
had- gone entirely through hisbody. Hecon- 
tinually complained.ot a great pain in bis 
breast at a point opposite the wound in his 
back, and frequentiy asked his wife to “‘iook 
aud see if there isn’ta hole in my breast.’ He 
seemed fully convinced that the kuife had

They 
were light blue cassimere, and the lining of 
the vest was died in tbe dead ‘man’s blood 
he hole in the coat was about.two inches in 
leng® and was across a seam. The hole in 
the vest was not so large as the one inthe 
coat, and @ strange feature was that the two 
holes were not parallel. The onein the coat 
Was aimost square across the body, while the 
one in the vest was nearer perpendicular with 
the body. Che direct ¢ vidence of the 
indicated that Mason was entirely unarmed 
duringthe fight. In fact, the testimony of 
Miss Katie Murpby was the testimony of 
every witness.

IHE DEFENSE OPENS, 

The announcement by BSolicitor-General 
Hill that the state had clused caused a 
of relief throughout the courtroom, and in 
an instant every eye was turned upon the 
prisoner and his aitorneys. A brief consui- 
tation er.suedand Mr. Wm. R. Turner was 
stand. His eivdence was

The defense introduced 
a& majority of the witnesses to prove that 
Mason was a bad man and that hisreputation 
was ‘‘good”’ for a row ora fight, but in this 
they did not exactly-succeed. The prosecu 
tion also made an effort to break down the 
testimony of W. R. Beavers. They claimed 
tbat his testimony at the habeas corpus writ 
and at the trial yesterday varied too much, 
but their success was not complete by any 
means, 

fter all of the evidence was in Barrett 
arose, ascended the stand and made bis state- 
ment. He presented a good appearance, was 
neat and pleasant and his statement was made 
in a clear, straightforward manner. He talked 
as though he was a witness rather than the de- 
fendant and created an exceedingly favor- 
able impression upon the audience and jury. 
His story was listened to with almost breath- 
less interest by the audience and during its 
recital twenty-four eyes were constantly 
upon him from the jury box. His 
statement was not lengthy aud was well 
worded. Heseemed at.ease and said he was 
satisfied that Mason intendedto kill him. 
Upon leaving the stand Barrett resumed his 
seat by his attorneys and then the lawyers 
began a whispered consultation which result- 
ed in tbe announcement that there would be 
two speeches on each side. 

THE £PEAKING BEGUN. 

Hon. Jno. B. Goodwin opened for the pros- 
ecution. It was just five o’clock when he 
began his argument and at its conclusion 
the court, adjourned. Mr. Goodwin began 
by deploring the fact that the killing ‘ad 
ever occurred and then charged the prisoner 
with murder. He said that the prisoner’s 
own witnesses established the fact that Bar- 
rett had premeditated the killing as was 
evidenced by his own statement to Mason 
“T will burt you and hurt you bad.’”’ Mr 
Goodwin reviewed the testimony thoroughly 
and made a powerful argument against the 
defe.se. Those who heard him assert that 
it was the best effort of bis life and say that 
he has Jeft little for his associates to say. 
Barrett listened closely and carefully to Mr. 
Goodwin's speech,anda smile played over 
his face whenever the attorney sought to 
clinch the charge of murder. During the en- 
tire trial Barrett has conducted himself in a 
most exemplary manner. His quiet white 
face bas always been upon the witness stand 
and his nerve Has shown itself. He has been 
attended throughout the trial by his aged 
mother, who carefully notes every thing that 
is said. Heseems cheerful and is sanguine 
of an acquittal. This morning Mr. Hoke 
Smith will speak and then 
Solicitor General Hill and Judge 
Hillyer will address the jury. The case is 
now completed as faras the evidence is con- 
cerned and yesterday there was a great di- 
versity Of opinionas to the result. Many 
predict an acquittal. Some predict a verdict 
of guilty of manslaughter, while others say 
that no verdict will be reached. One of the 
best criminal] lawvers inthe state, who has 
heard the entire trial, predicts an acquittal. 
Judge Hammond’s ruling on all questions 
was clear and satisfactory. He has presided 
with that dignity which has always charac- 
terized him.
